"witch house." An unexpected 
guest is Julia Nelson, whose 
fiance, Robert Bixby, has mysteri- 
ously disappeared. She suspects 
he has been murdered. Thelma 
confides in Hughes and from stray 
clues he discovers the true identi- 
ty of Mattox and also deduces 
that Nemo is, in reality, a de- 
tective, who, in the eyes of the 
fiendish Dr. Rosmer, knew too 
much. Mattox has meanwhile dis- 
covered that Hughes is not the 
owner as he pretends, but an im- 
poster. The seance is broken up 
and when the lights come up 
Hughes is discovered to be bound 
and gagged and is threatened 
with the same fate as was ac- 
corded Nemo. At the height of 
this Nemo breaks loose and 
Thelma is spirited away. Prom 
then on the play moves breath- 
lessly until it reaches a most 
unique and startling climax.
